Too  much  importance  haa  in  the  pait  been  attacbad  to 
individual  criteria:  diction,  as  reproaanted  by  a  few  saladad 
words,  rime-breaking,  masculine  and  feminine  rimaa,  jaita|io- 
sition  of  two  accented  syllables.  One  ia  natnrmlly  aoaMvbat 
hcej»tical  towards  results  tlius  obtained:  good  metbod  would  ai 
lea.st  demand  a  line  of  argument  to  prove  that  tba 
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der  consideration  was  trustwortliy  beyond  all  otliers.  Hence 
there  has  been  no  general  acceptance  of  any  one  of  these 
views,  and  results  that  in  themselves  were  of  some  value,  have 
been  forgotten  because  they  were  unduly  emphasized.  The 
supposition  lying  at  the  foundation  of  all  these  attempts,  that 
every  such  rubric  will  show^  a  sliding  scale  of  percentages  that 
will  truly'  represent  the  poet's  development  and  fix  the  exact 
date  of  production  for  each  work,  is  certainly  a  mistaken  one. 
Development  is  not  so  mechanical:  it  is  organic,  has  life  and 
is,  therefore,  influenced  by  other  causes  besides  period  of 
production,  causes  that  may  in  the  main  be  subordinate,  but 
that  nevertheless  often  counteract.  All  such  evidence  must 
hence  necessarily  be  cumulative.  In  strict  accordance  with 
this  principle  the  aim  has  first  of  all  been  to  lay  down  the  facts. 
If  by  some  the  material  should  still  be  deemed  insufficient,  a 
contribution  at  least  will  have  been  made  to  the  ultimate  solu- 
tion of  the  problem.  One  of  the  sources  of  the  present  study, 
a  rime-index  to  Hartman  von  Aue  and  Gottfried  von  Strassburg 
will  soon  be  made  accessible.

An  asterisk  f>refixed  to  a  nam- 
ber  signifies  "in  rime. "  Tim*,  •h/Vm  *tkU  K  15  timi?*  (*•)'* 
means  that  ahtr  is  f«)und  in  Kroc  in  rime  nine  tim«*«  oat  of  A 
total  of  fifteen.  The  carrying  out  of  this  di»lincti«»n  wai^  in 
part  at  loa<«t.  suggested  by  Steinmoyor*s  remarks,    Kpiih«**«  *'•• 
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5  and  15.  The  different  works  are  cited  in  the  order,  Erec, 
Iwein,  Gregorius,  Armer  Ileinrich,  Erstes  Biichlein,  Zwoites 
Hiichlein,  the  order  in  wliich  just  comparison  may  most  easily 
bo  made.  It  was  not  foun^  feasible  to  introduce  everywhere, 
witliin  the  limits  imposed,  distinctions  of  meanings  and  usages 
of  individual  words. 

Vocabulary  is  naturally  influenced  largely  by  subject;  it 
is,  however,  often  impossible  to  distinguish  the  thought  from 
its  expression;  perhaps  here  and  there  words  have  been  allowed 
to  stand  that  belong  to  matter  more  than  to  form.  If  these 
subserve  no  other  purpose,  they  may  perhaps  help  to  bring  out 
and  emphasize  characteristic  differences  in  subject-matter. 

Again,  existing  differences  may  at  times  be  solely  or 
largely  due  to  editing.  While  reconstruction  of  text  lay  beyond 
the  scope  of  tlie  present  study,  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
matter  wherever  the  above  seemed  to  be  the  case,  and  in  this 
way,  some  contribution  may  ndirectly  have  been  made  to 
textual  criticism.  Words  occurring  only  once  have  been  in- 
cluded wherever  they  seemed  significant.  They  are  rather 
numerous  in  Hartman,  and  it  is  dangerous  to  base  on  them  any 
argument  concerning  spuriousness,  as  long  as  their  frequency 
in  admittedly  genuine  works  is  not  examined.  Words  oc- 
curring several  times  in  one  piece  and  not  found  anywhere  else 
have  usually  been  noted,  to  enforce  this  point,  although  in 
many  cases  they  possess  no  value  from  the  point  of  view  of 
chronology.  Here  and  there  a  word  has  been  given  a  place  in 
the  list  merely  to  bring  out  a  difference  of  usage  inside  and  out- 
8i<le  of  rime  in  regard  to  the  different  works.  In  related  groups 
words  that  in  themselves  show  no  divergence  of  usage,  have 
frequently  been  admitted  to  bring  out  and  enforce  the  difference 
existing  in  the  case  of  a  related  word,  serving  to  show  at  the 
same  time  that  it  is  a  matter  of  words  and  not  of  ideas.  It  is 
not  to  be  understood  that  words  treated  under  one  head  are 
perfect  synonyms:  often  the  one  may  be  inclusive  of  the  other, 
or  they  may  be  synonymous  in  only  a  part  of  their  various 
meanings.

It  will  be  seen  that  in  this  com- 
parison Der  arine  lleinricli  is  quite  as  abnormal  as  Mai  und 
Baaflor  in  Stoinraeyer's  statistic*.  To  a  large  extent  such 
variations  are  a  mere  reflex  of  the  diction,  and  differences  in 
ilio  latter  are  as  often  doe  to  subject  and  period  of  production 
as  to  antliorship.  In  any  case  it  is  safer  to  base  conclusions 
on  an  examination  of  particular  rime-groups  than  on  the  statistic 
of  rime- vowels,  as  by  this  method  we  come  nearer  to  diction 
proper,  the  ultimate  basis  on  which  the  whole  matter  rests. 
Steinmeyer  ha*  examined  fifteen  different  groups  to  show  the 
variation  in  Mai  und  Beaflor  and  here  his  evidence  seems  more 
amvincing  than  it  did  in  the  case  of  rime-vowels.  I  now 
pro()09e  to  attempt  something  similar,  on  a  more  extensive 
scale,  for  Hartnian. 

KIME    (iKul  I'S. 

Part  of  the  material  has  already  been  given  under  the 
head  of  'Diction*,  where  occurrences  in  rime  have  consistently 
been  separated  from  those  in  the  middle  of  the  line.  As  a  rule, 
plieoomena  suggested  by  an  examination  of  the  dictionary 
proper  have  found  a  place  under  ^Diction',  while  those  sug- 
getted  by  a  study  of  the  rime-index  have  been  grouped  under 
the  present  head.  The  arrangement  is  alphabetic,  according 
to  that  usually  employed  in  rime-indices,  although  differing  in 
some  details.  The  groups  selected  are  mainly  such  of  the 
larger  ones  as  show  considerable  divergence  of  usage.  As  a 
rule  the  Huiallcr  groups  have  been  given  only  when  of  especial 
interest.  Statistics  of  particular  rime-couplets  or  rime-words, 
properly  subdivisions  of  those  for  rime-endings,  have  usually 
been  relegated  to  the  fo<»t  notes;  where  not,  they  are  enclosed 
in  brackets.  Identical  and  impure  rimes,  being  treated  under 
■efianite  heads,  have  not  been  regularly  noted.  The  'Leich'  of 
the  Erstcs  Htichlein  is  not  included  in  the  statistic.

IDKMTIOAL  Bins. 

The  subject  of  idonticaP>  rime  ('riihrendor  reim')  in  llnrt- 
inan  has,  to  my  knowledge,  been  treated  in  tliree  places:  by 
Wilhclin  Grimm  in  Zur  Geschichte  des  Reims  (Abh.  der  Berl. 
Akad.  1851,  pp.  521-718;  also  separately  Gottingen  1852),  by 
Lemokc,  llartmann  von  Aue  (Stettin  Prog.  1862),  and  by 
Qreve,  Lobeo  und  Werke  Uartmann^s  von  Aue  (FcUin  Prog. 
1879).  None  of  these  are  satisfactory;  they  all  omit  a  large 
part  of  the  actual  number  of  occurrences. 

Identical  rime  may  be  defined  as  rime  in  which  the  riming 
•yllablei  are  identical  in  form.  To  a  modern  ear  this  kind  of 
rime  seems  objectionable  and  we  find  that  for  the  Middle  Higli 
German  poet  too  it  did  not  occupy  the  same  position  as  ordinary 
rime.  This  is  clearly  shown  not  only  by  its  low  ratio  of 
frequency  bat  also  by  the  limitations  with  which  its  use  was 
attended.  Identical  rime  then  may  be  regarded  as  by  nature 
a  makeshift,  used  mostly  where  there  was  a  paucity  or  entire 
lack  of  other  rimes.  From  this  principle  there  follows  that  as 
the  technical  skill  of  the  poet  developed,  his  recourse  to  this 
makeshift  would  become  less  and  less  frequent.  Alongside  of 
tliis  increase  in  the  poets  resources  we  must  suppose  that  there 
was  developing  a  finer  feeling  for  the  imperfections  of  this 
kind  of  rime:  refinement  of  feeling  for  form  went  side  by  side 
with  a  greater  versatility  in  the  employment  of  resources  at 
command.  It  must  therefore  be  regarded  as  an  especially 
valuable  criterion  in  that  it  not  only  indicates  development, 
but  of  itself  points  out  the  direction  which  tliis  development 
must  take.  Simplicity  of  application,  leaving  little  room  for 
difference  of  opinion  as  to  actual  facts,  is  another  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  this  test.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  an  artistic 
nee  of  identical  rime  is  possible;  it  may  be  so  employed,  but 
there  are  few  traces  of  this  in  Hartman^s  works.

The  Ho-callcd  ^Loicir  should  be  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  Erstes  Hiichleiii.  Alternate  rimes  running  tlnough 
systems  of  from  four  to  thirty-two  lines  are  essentially  ditferent 
from  the  ordinary  rime-couplet  and  the  change  can  at  once  be 
fult  at  1.  1645,  the  beginning  of  the  ^Leich.'  The  latter, 
counting  only  those  adjacent,  has  9  identical  rimes,  an  average*^ 
of  one  to  every  29  lines  ;  the  <  Biichlein  '  proper  has  16, 
an  average  of  one  to  every  103  lines.  To  class  the  two  under 
one  category  would,  therefore,  only  obscure  the  actual  state 
of  affairs.  Again,  the  live  rime-couplets,  Iwein  7151-60 
(gulte:engulte;  gelten:engelten;  engiltet: 
giltet;  engolten.'vergolten;  galtrengalt), 
so-called  grammatical  rimes,  while  formally  identical,  are 
oooscious  playing  with  language,  and  do  not,  therefore,  belong 
to  the  category  of  identical  rime  proper.

Lach- 
mann's  theory  that  all  passages  showing  such  rimes  are  corrupt, 
lacks  support.  Whether  these  and  other  similar  rimes  in 
Hartman,  are  to  be  accounted  for  on  the  score  of  dialect  or  of 
inaccuracy  in  rime,  may  perhaps  make  a  difference  in  editing, 
but  it  can  scarcely  affect  our  present  view  of  the  matter.  There 
seems  to  be  sufficient  evidence  for  both  dialectic  shortening  of 
long  vowels  and  for  long  and  short  vowel  rimes.  Compare

CONCLUSION. 

The  point  of  greatest  interest  at  present  in  any  discussion 
of  the  chronology  of  Ilartman's  works  is  the  position  of  Grego- 
rius.    In  recent  years  the  tendency  has  been  to  place  it  after

The  Biichlein  first  of  all 
stand  quite  apart  and  should  not  be  considered  in  one  category 
with  the  epics:  the  jKjrcentage  of  /-rimes  in  the  Erstes  Biichlein 
as  compared  with  Erec  would  alone  determine  that.  Nor  can 
any  great  importance  be  attached  to  rime-vowels  whose  per- 
centage to  the  whole  does  not  anywhere  exceed  that  of  five. 
This  would  exclude  i  e,  <>,  o  e,  on,  o  u,  u,  ii,  u,  i  u,  lie.  Of 
the  eleven  remaining  vowels,  a,  e,  ei,  o,  uo  do  not  show 
enough  variation  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  an  argument,  not  even 
one  of  a  cumulative  character,  when  we  consider  the  number 
of  different  factors  that  go  to  make  up  the  average  of  a  single 
vowel.  Three  others  show  a  somewhat  high  ratio  of  frequency 
in  only  one  work:  ae  in  Gregorius,  e  and  o  in  Der  arme 
Ileinrich.  These  deviations  are  adequately  explained,  how-

Many  of  the  phenomena  cited  would  doubtless  individual!  v 
carrv  little  weight  as  criteria  of  chronology.  In  such  matters  it 
is  often  difficult  to  draw  the  exact  line  of  demarcation  between 
the  characteristic  and  accidental.  As  before  remarked  evidence 
of  this  nature  necessarily  assumes  a  cumulative  character. 

The  argument,  it  would  seem,  is  considerably  strengthened 
by  the  fact  that  the  Erstes  Hiichlein  shows  in  many  particulars 
such  a  close  agreement  with  Erec,  notwithstanding  the  vast 
diflfercnces  in  subject  between  the  two  poems.  Among  the 
moat  striking  of  these  are,  under  Diction:  snelle,  bait,

Some  difficulty  is  encountered  in  assigning  a  definite  ])lace 
to  Der  arme  Heinrich.  Its  ratio  of  identical  rimes  is  rather 
high:  nearly  equal  to  that  of  Gregorius;  the  number  of  six 
such  rimes  from  11.  1000-1500  is  not  equaled  anywhere  in 
Iwein;  and  the  category  (IX*)  under  which  one-half  of  the 
total  number  falls  is  the  very  one  rejjresented  best  in  Erec. 
On  the  other  liand  there  are  no  inij)ure  rimes.  Under  rime- 
vowels,  as  fKtinted  out  above,  the  only  noteworthy  fact  is  the 
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aluiormally  low  peroonUgo  of  a-vowelii.  Ilciwover,  •«  tlM^re 
IN  no  iiiarkeil  toiidoiicy  towards  a  gradual  decrease  in  the  num- 
tier  (if  ririnieii,  no  groat  im|Mirtanoe  can  be  attached  to  this  fart. 
Tiidtfr  rtmo-gmti|Mi  Dor  armo  Heinrich  agrees  with  Iwein  in

The  evidence 
accordingly  seems  to  point  strongly  towards  the  order,  Grego- 
rius,  Armor  Heinrich,  Iwein.  I  hope  shortly  to  be  able  to 
bring  forward  investigations  of  a  stylistic  character  that  will 
strengthen  this  view,  studies  that  it  se<*med  less  proper  to  in- 
troduce here  because  they  can  in  no  way  lay  claim  to  exhaus* 
tiveness,  so  far  as  the  number  of  categorieM  treated  is  concerned. 
The  Zweites  Biiclilein  will  be  found  to  show  no  deviations 
that  would  justify  the  sup|K>sition  of  spuriousness.  In  dicti<m 
it  will  usually  be  found  agreeing  either  with  the  Erstes  Biich- 
lein  or  with  Iwein,  the  former  tlie  resalt  of  similarity  of  theme, 
the  latter  indic*ating  in  a  general  way  the  place  that  it  occupies 
chnmologically:  the  pairs  Erec,  Erstes  Biiclilein  and  Iwein, 
Zweites  Biiclilein  may  frequently  bo  found  thus  groufied.  The 
|MHMii  is  t<H>  short  to  warrant  definite  ronclusions  under  the 
several  heads  t»f  rime  technic.

when  I  returned  to  my  work  in  Baltimore.
